Hr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  ruhlic  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Srightlingsea  for  1967* 

The  health  of  the  community  has  remained  satisfactory 
as  in  previous  years.  The  population  has  increased  once  again 
by  around  200  to  5)870  as  recorded  by  the  Registrar  General  for 
mid  1967*  Total  live  births  at  II4  show  an  increase  of  22 
giving  a corrected  birth  rate  of  24*3)  as  compared  with  the 
Rational  figure  of  17.2,  The  death  rate  also  shows  an  increase 
above  last  year  at  20,3  with  a total  of  107  deaths.  There  were 
18  deaths  due  to  cancer. 

Attendance  at  the  County  Clinics  have  again  been 
satisfactory  during  the  year.  97  infants  and  children  received 
primary  courses  on  immunisation  and  73  secondary  injections 
against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  IVhooping  Cough,  I89  infants 
and  children  were  immunised  against  Poliomyelitis  and  109  v/ere 
vaccinated  against  Smallpox. 

The  v.'ater  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality  duix.r^  the  year  under  review.  The  results  of  chemical 
analyses  of  -./ater  from  the  two  wells  in  the  Town  are  given  else- 
where in  the  report,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Lov/er  Park  Pumping 
Station  it  should  be  noted  that  the  fluoride  content  is  above 
the  normal  level,  which  is  typical  of  water  derived  from  bores 
iioles  Guric  through  London  Clay,  conditions  which  pertain  at 
Ilaldon  and  in  neighbouring  areas,  where  v/ater  may  contain  as 
much  as  five  parts  per  million  of  fluoride.  The  optimal  figvire 
of  between  0.8  and  0.1  parts  per  million  is  arrived  at  by  mixing 
■.vith  v/ator  from  areas  relatively  free  of  fluoride.  The  question 
is  often  asked  - -/hat  is  a pure  and  wholesome  water?  This  is 
in  fact  a water  free  from  odour,  colour  or  taste,  with  no  excess 
of  saline  or  organic  matter,  few  bacteria  and  no  bact.  coli.  in 
100  millilitres,  v/hich  is  also  reasonably  soft,  free  from  excess 
of  carbonic  acid  and  usually  has  no  appreciable  effect  on  mains, 
service  piper,  or  fittings.  The  water  supplied  to  Brightlingsea 
ly  ■„  'ius  oi'  blundiny  tlie  various  available  sources,  does  fulfil 
t!  . above  conditions. 

The  I'unicipal  Bathing  Pool  has  been  maintained  in  a 
; • t' ::fact'-ry  condition  throu^jhout  the  summer  season  this  yoar  by 
tan,,  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  staff  concerned,  and 
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frequent  testing  and  chlorination,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  maintain  this  standard  Lintil  a more  modern 
installation  can  be  provided. 

Progress  continues  if  slowly  with  the  new  sewage 
system  which  it  is  hoped  will  bo  completed  in  the  beginning  of 
1969 • Reference  is  made  elsewhere  in  the  report  to  the 
unsatisfactory  effluent  from  the  present  system. 

:Iy  gratitude  must  be  expressed  to  the  Public  Hoalth 
Ccmmittee  and  Council  as  a whole  for  their  co-operation  during 
the  year,  and  also  to  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  zeal 
and  efficient  work.

The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  the 
nains  is  estimated  at  2401  and  of  these  some  14  houses  are  still 
supplied  from  outside  standpipes. 

The  shortage  of  v/ater  in  Forth  East  Essex  has  resulted 
for  a further  year  in  the  stand-still  order  on  planning 
permissions  for  the  erection  of  dwelling  houses.
